In a conversation with Mr. A. *1. 
Smith, President of the 
above 
company, we learn that they are 
getting reay to 
const met 
their 
dam and power house, on the 
Choctawhatchie river, at 
Black­ 
man’a mill, which is on an air line 
ten and a half miles north of this 
city. 
Mr. Smith informs us that 
a 
head of 22 feet of water can be 
had, at this point, which will de­ 
velop eight hundred horse power 
at the lowest stages of the river, 
and that at a normal stage of 
the water, fourteen hundred horse­ 
power will be developed.

made, which show, he says, that 
he has one of the most advantage­ 
ous locations 
anywhere 
to

found, on account of the short 
dam and high head of water. 
The engineer reports, so 
Mr. 
Smith says, that it will be one of 
tin- cheapest plants per horse po 
wer developed, id' any yet eon 
strueted in this country. 
If the power company can pro­ 
duce power at so low a price, it 
stands to reason, that power can 
be delivered in Dothan for less 
than the average price of such low 
priced power. W ater power is al­ 
ways cheaper than steam power, 
and with such advantages as Mr 
Smith contends his company will 
have in their plant on the Choc 
tawhatchie, he should 
have 
no 
trouble in displacing every steam 
engine in Dothan. 
Prof Edgar B. Kay, dean 
the U niversity of Alabama, 
and 
Engineer of tin- Alabama 
State 
Railroad Commission, has 
been 
down and investigated this propo 
sition, and offered, we learn, to 
put in this planl and turn it over 
to the stockholders for the sum 
of $43,000, which if done, will 
give the company 
the 
greatest 
amount of power for the cost of 
any plant yet constructed. 
To show that Mr. Smith has a 
©nation where cheap power can 
be bad, we give herewith the cost 
of the Montgomery Light and Wa 
ter Power Co. on the Tallapoosa 
river 
This plant cost, to develop 
5,000 horse power $850,000, where­ 
as, Mr Smith »-an produce 1 too 
horse power for say $45,000.

d will be seen that the Montgom- 
plant cost $170. per horse po 
tver to develop, while Mr. Smith, 
teeor<lii)g to his figures, can build 
*°d complete Ids plant, with lines 
mto Dothan, for about thirty-three

except for the high price of coal.

ing the year 1909, the wires con­ 
veying over a thousand horse po­ 
wer into the city, will he in ope­ 
ration driving mills and factories, 
which an* now being run by steam 
The street ear and city park 
proposition will he settled when 
this new enterprise is completed. 
We shall watch with interest,, 


tie- further progress of this work, 
because if we can have the advan­ 
tages we an- told are coming, it 
will do more for the upbuilding 
of this city than any other enter 
prise ever pijt on foot here.
